Way We Were 


A look at Chicago’s past / By George Estep 


A beautiful day 
in the history 
of Chicago radio 


ay 14, 1932, is a historic 
date in Chicago for reasons 
best known to Everett 
Mitchell. There was indeed 
major news made that day: 
A massive sea and air search 
for the kidnapers of the 
Lindbergh baby dominated the headlines. Judge 
John H. Lyle announced he was forming a new 
organization, the Cook County Republican Party, 
“to battle for honest elec- 
tions.” Students were ar- 
rested for picketing the 
Lake Shore Drive home of | 
Samuel Insull because of | 
the alleged mistreatment of f 
coal miners on his proper- 
ties. And the Cubs lost, 7- 
6, after a ninth-inning rally 
by the Boston Braves. 

But for Mitchell the mak- 
ing of history began that 
day on a commuter train to 
the city. He was en route 
to the Merchandise Mart, 
Studio D, on the 19th 
floor, where he was host of 
the popular widely broad- 
cast “National Farm and 
Home Hour” originating at 
NBC’s WMAQ. 

“It was raining and mist- 
ing. It was in the depths of 
the Depression,” recalls 
Mitchell, 88, who lives in 
Wheaton. “A fellow on the 
train was complaining 
about the weather and hard 
times. He said, ‘As far as | 
this nation is concerned, 
we’re doomed. God has 
forsaken us.’ 

“And I said, ‘No, we’ve 
forsaken God to worship the almighty dollar.” The 
conversation stayed with me all the way to work. I 
kept thinking what a beautiful day it was, even in 
the mist and the rain. I had two feet to walk to 
work and I had two eyes to see the sun rise and 
set. Even that day there was an occasional small 
patch of blue in the sky. I had always heard that if 
there was enough blue in the sky to patch a 
Dutchman’s pants, it would be a good day.” 

Mitchell went on the air, and in place of the 
usual opening lines he burst out, “It’s a beautiful 
day in Chicago!” He hit the beautiful hard. Every- 
one in the studio thought he had slipped a cog. 
“After the show, a network vice president called 
me in and asked me what I thought I was doing,” 
Mitchell recounts. “I started to tell him about the 
conversation on the train, when the phone rang. 
„He told me to answer it. It was a man from Bos- 
ton who had heard the beautiful-day line and 
asked me to keep on saying it. The next day the 
station got 13,000 calls and letters about the line. 
The vice president finally told me to keep using 
iÈ : 


Everett Mitchell in 1937: An optimistic 
voice during the depths of the Depression. 


The identifying line became so famous—perhaps 
in part because of Mitchell’s rich baritone [he had 
started in radio as a singer]—that it almost be- 
came a cliché 

Mitchell says an acquaintance told him about an 
incident during World War II, when, as Gls 
slogged hip-deep in mud, one of them said, “But 
it’s a beautiful day in Chicago!”—bringing a de- 
gree of cheer to that bleak situation. 

“After the opening line, he [Mitchell] would 
kind of temper it and tell you what the actual 
weather was,” says Al Osterhoff, a former studio 
engineer who worked with Mitchell for 20 vears. 
“Maybe he’d say, “Well, it’s raining, and it’s 40 
degrees,” or something like that. But he was always 
sort of an optimist. He was a pretty conservative 
person, not at all flamboyant except in spots 
where the show called for it.” 

Mitchell took on the “Farm and Home Hour” 
in 1928 and became broad- 
casting’s de facto expert on 
agriculture. According to 
Richard Crabb, author of 
“Radio’s Beautiful Day.” 
about Mitchell, the radio 
host was “sounded out by 
[President Franklin] Roose- 
velt to become secretary of 
agriculture during the New 
:} Deal. But he turned it 
| down. He realized his field 
:} was in communications 
and he never swerved from 
::] it for 30 years.” His mel- 

j lifluous voice became an 
institution on radio. “You 
knew it was Mitchell 
whether he was introduced 
or not,” Crabb says. 

During the °40s the 
“beautiful day” line was 
turned into a song, with 
lyrics by Mitchell, and was 
played by the 35-piece 
Farm and Home Orchestra 
at the beginning of the 
show, Crabb says. 

In 1955 Mitchell bought 
a farm in Wheaton and be- 
came a farmer himself. Its 
name, of course, was Beau- 
tiful Day Farm. 

During the ’50s, the program underwent several 
changes. It went local, was renamed “Farm 
Forum,” aired on radio in the morning and even- 
tually was incorporated into a “Town and Farm“ 
TV program that followed the “Tonight Show.” 
Mitchell retired in 1967 and was succeeded by 
Jerry Mitchell [no relation], now a program host 
at WAIT. 

Mitchell once told an interviewer about a broad- 
cast that really taxed his optimism. He was doing 
the show live from the “Golden Grain and Water 
Festival”—so named by the courageous citizens of 
Valley City, N.D., even though their community 
was so hard hit by drought that they were down to 
only one field of grain and one stream. 

The night before the broadcast a hailstorm de- 
stroyed the grain field and the beautiful floats the 
farmers had prepared for the festival. Reluctant to 
broadcast the effects of this final insult from na- 
ture, Mitchell took the mike, closed his eyes and 
described to his radio audience the scene as he 
remembered it before the storm struck. It was a 
beautiful day in Valley City. a
